Douglas in the post.

The formal announcement was 


made immediately after receipt of 
British approval of the appoint- 
ment, a step required by diplo- 
matic custom, 


Douglas resigned yesterday for 


"personal considerations, includ- 
ing those of health." 


The change will be made effec- 


tive November 1 after Douglas 
turns to London to conclude hi 
work there. 


Douglas plans to stay in (Lon- 


don a month, then g-o to his home 
in Arizona to rest. 


Gifford, who did government and 


war 
production work in both 


World Wars, is 65, almost 10 years 
older than Douglas. 
An active 


Republican, he may add strength 
to bi-partisan cooperation on fore- 
ign policy.

50,000 U. N. Troops Are Available As 
Army of Occupation For Korean Service 


Washington, Sept. 
27—(JP)—If 


the United Nations undertakes to 
restore peace and order in North 
Korea, American officials figure 
that other member countries have 
50,000 troops available for the 
job without U. S. help. 


The United States 
is 
telling 


U. N. members in informal nego- 
tiations that they will have to 
carry the main burden if the cur- 
rent military drive in South Korea 
crosses the 38th parallel or if the 
U. N. decides to place an army of 
occupation in North Korea after 
the fighting stops. 


This attitude is grounded in an 


American disavowal of any terri- 
torial or permanent military inter- 
est in Korea. It also is aimed at 
quieting 
any 
possible 
Russian 


fears that this nation ii edging in 


for a position from which a blow 
might be aimed at the Soviet. 


Any such plans are based on an 


assumption that Russian or Chin- 
ese Communist troops will not 
move into Korea. 


American forces in South Korea 


are in process of being reinforced 
by some 30,000 
ground 
troops 


from nine other U. N. nations. Vir- 
tually all the 53 countries which 
pledged support in the fight against 
North Korean 
aggression 
have 


given aid of some kind or have 
made offers. 


Also officials >are hopeful that 


India and Pakistan which have 
kept out of the actual fighting, 
may contribute substantial mili- 
tary forces to join other U. N. 
troops already available for such 
duties as occupation administra- 
tion and supervision of elections.

Chief Dies A f t e r 
a Lengthy Illness 


Jamestown, N. Y., Sept. 27—G. 


Harry Nelson, 53, chief of police 
of Jamestown since Jan. 1. 1940, 
died at his home in the Wilcox 
Apartments, East Fifth street, 
at 2:40 a. m. yesterday, Sept. 26, 
1950,

cancer, which forced him from his 
work nearly four months ago. 


Chief Nelson became a member 


of the Jamestown Police Depart- 
ment March 11, 1929, when fie was 
detailed to traffic duty. Following 
the resignation of Oscar C. Berg- 
dahl, Mr. Nelson was named a 
lieutenant in charge of the traffic 
division on Nov. 20, 1939. 


He was named as chief on Jan. 


1, 1940, and served in that cap- 
acity until his death yesterday. 
On last Memorial Day he became 
ill after supervising- traffic in con- 
nection with the parade and was 
unable to work since that time. 


During 
the 
summer 
he was 


flown to Johns HopkinS Hospital 
at Baltimore and returned to his 
home a few days later. 


Chief Nelson was a member of 


the Juvenile Delinquency Commit- 
te of the International Associa- 
tion of Police Chiefs, of which he 
was also a vice president. He was 
also a past president of the New 
York State Association of Police

He was a veteran of World War 


I, having served with Co. B., 28th 
Infantry, First Division, and was a 
holder of the Purple Heart with 
two clusters.

PLAN FOR DEFENSE 
AGAINST AGGRESSION 


Nobody can say U. S. foreign affairs experts aren't try- 


ing. 
Our new plan for world defense1 against aggres- 


sion, laid before the United Nations, shows great effort 
and imagination. 


We propose: 
To put the UN General Assembly on 24 hours call to 


deal with any new aggression in the event Russia ham- 
strings the Security Council. 


To create a "peace patrol" to investigate promptly any 


area where trouble threatens. 


- To establish "a special UN military force contributed to 
by each member nation, to • be held in constant readiness 
for action against an aggressor. 


To create a UN committee to consider how to use col- 


lective action, including armed force, to carry out UN 
charter aims. 
- We go beyond measures of this type to suggest estab- 
lishment of a UN "recovery force" to help rehabilitate 
and raise economic standards in backward or war-devastat- 
ed countries. We recommend that such a force move into 
liberated Korea, first. 


!. .And we advise that Formosa, controversial Pacific 
bastion, have its ultimate fate settled by the UN rather 
than by individual nations..

Not since,the General Assembly session of 1947 has 


the U. S. come up with such a hatful. 
But, of course, 


merely proposing is just a bare beginning. All these plans 
must be carefully weighed as to merit, worked out in de- 
tail, and pushed through over the opposition of Russia and 
her satellites. 


Most difficult, obviously, would be to set up a UN 


military force. Russia has managed in the past to block 
every effort toward this end. 
She may still have some 


tricks left. 
But if it can be done legally under the 


General Assembly, where there is~no veto, the obstacles 
are probably not insurmountable. 


UN membeis generally have been criticized for not 


supplying ground force aid to the U. S. and other armies 
righting in Korea. Yet there were numerous offers. U.' 
S. commanders felt compelled to reject many because 
of supply problems, inadequate training and lack of suf- 
ficient size in the offered units. A UN force would have 
its own military advisers and training officers to weld the 
various components into an effective fighting force, equip- 
ped for immediate action.' 


America's program shows a high determination to sur- 


mount the- Russian roadblock and work with other nations 
for peace—or at least to prevent little wars from growing 
into general conflict. 


And our proposals show, too, that we understand that 


the free world must do more than simply halt aggressors; 
it must make life in a free society of nations worth living. 
Hence the suggested "recovery force" is a vital comple- 
mentary part ot the program. 


The U . S. recommendations, if examination proves 


them feasible in detail, should gain the overwhelming sup- 
port of the non-Communist UN members, and be placed 
in effect at the earliest moment.

M~.—il*GTON— (NEA)—In addition to having broken up one 
major gambling syndicate in Florida and causing a big group of 


county officials to be indicted, the Senate committee investigating 
organized crime in the U. S. has gotten a new, accurate picture of the 
nature of criminal activities in the country. 


The group, headed by Sen. Estes Kefauver <Dv, Term.), has eon- 


firmed much of what has been written about the existence of big 
syndicates which operate on a nation-wide basis. 


This confirmation is important because many law enforcing agents 


have t-icd to play down the interstate character of these vicious 
criminal organizations. It has been charged that the use of the words 
"powerful national syndicates" is just an excuse of local law enforcing 
officials lor not cracking down on local crime conditions. 


A COMMITTEE spokesman has this to say about the syndicates: 


''These criminal organizations have succeeded in monopolizing 


certain of the channels of interstate communications and com- 
merce by means of violence, bribery, corruption and intimidation. 
It is clear, moreover, that there are several strong and powerful 
organizations "with lines of interrelationship between them which 
makes it feasible at least occasionally to combine their activities." 


Perhaps one of the most significant findings of the committee is the 


way the gangsters have gotten into legitimate business. Rudolph 
Halley, the group's chief counsel, says: 


"Lawless individuals, frequently using their criminal organizations, 
have engaged in various legitimate enterprises, where they use the 
same tactics of intimidation and monopolization which characterize

tified that Phil Short, a lieutenant of the Miami Beach-police force, 
who formerly had been chief of police, admitted to him that he had 
orders from the city manager to refrain from raiding gambling opera- 
tions. Short admitted to Richard that the operations could easily be 
closed down and that on two occasions they had been closed down, 
but he stated he had been ordered to allow the gambling to stay ope&t* 
TT is this kind of thing that the committee is determined to expose 
* in many of the big cities of the country. And the story of the 
inroads which criminal influence has made in politics does not stop 
at the city level, the committee has found. Specific evidence luis 
already been gathered on corruption among state officials. 


.Further, there is evidence linking Washington officials in the syndi- 
cates. However, the committee is silent about this aspect of the case

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Vienna Is Stirred 
By Disturbances 
Led By Communists 


Vienna, Sept. 27 — <JP)—New 


Communist-led disturbances broke 
out in Vienna today. Communist 
bands, apparently with 
Russian 


approval, tied up streetcar traf- 
fic and were reported to have cut 
two rail lines into the capital. 


It was the second day of such 


disturbances which allied officials 
are coming to call a -'little block- 
ade" reminiscent of the days In 
Germany before the Berlin block- 
ade. Vienna, like Berlin, is an is- 
land deep ins de the Soviet zone of 
occupation. 


While the new disturbances were 


taking place, some 50,000 workers 
in the Soviet-controlled factones 
of Austria went on strike protest- 
ing a new Austrian government 
announcement that prices will in- 
crease along with wages. 


Western authorities 
said 
the 


main aim of the disturbances was 
to embarrass the western occupa- 
tion powers.

MEET GENERAL GAY OF THE 


CAVALRY 


BY HAL BOYLE 


Korea — (IP) — Sometimes It 


takes two wars to get to know 
a general. 


And a few I've met—why I 


doubt if 1 could understand them if 
they fought through all the wars 
of eternity and I were condemned 
to report each of their battles. 


They are those who regard one 


war only as a stepping- stone 
from which to leap to another war 
and win another star. 
They arc 


generals who basically don't re- 
gard an army as something to 
protect a country. 
They regard 


a nation as something to support 
an ni my. 


There aren't many like that in 


the American Army but in my ig- 
noiance 1 once thought they All 
were. I thought all privates were 
heroes and every general was a 
frustrated Napoleon \\lio secretly 
yearned to put 
all mankind in 


uniform 
in an 
aimy under his 


own command so he could launch 
a defensive war against the planet 
Mais 


It was the second World War 


and an acquaintance with Omai 
Nelson Bradley that taught me 
a general can be brilliantly able 
in battle and still warmly human 
and kind—that he can holt! ab- 
solute command over thousands 
of men and remain humble arid 
questioning at heait. 


And bne of the few tilings in 


after days 1 shall remember with 
any pleasure about this titter 
footnote to world peace called the 
Korean War is that it gave me 
a chance to understand another 
fine general better. 


He is Maj. Gen. Hobart R. Gay, 


commander of the First Cavalry 
Division. 
I certainly had him 


tabbed wrong; in the last war. 


I knew him then as the chief of 


staff for Gen. George Patton in 
Ficnch 
Morocco, 
Sicily 
and 


France. I thought him cold and 
methodical, skillful in supervis- 
ing the details of planning and 
executing battles but utterly col- 
orless—a perfect foil for Patton. 


Other correspondents tended to 


the same view. 
But there is a 


difference between being a chief 
6f 'staff and a Croop commander. 
Gay has shown in his present post 
the same quality of homely sim- 
plicity and feeling for his men 
that 
made Bradley 
himself 
so 


popular. 


Gay's blue eyes and lanky frame 


arc familiar to every soldier along 
his own battlefront. 
For more 


than 
60 days 
his cavalrymen 


helped stave"., off the Red drive to 
seize Taegti, more days of con- 
tinuous battle than any other di- 
vision has seen. 


And at every critical moment 


Gay has been onithe danger spot 
in person. He often rode through 
mortar and sniper fire to get 
there. The troops under such flre 
themselves 
like a general like 


that. 


Gay once commanded a troop of 


horse cavalry in Mexico as a 
young lieutenant and he knows 
how the men feel. Once I met him 
almost speechless with anger. He 
slashed at a bridge railing with 
the ateel-bladed, leather-covered 
riding crop many old-time caval- 
rymen still carry. 


The officer moving up to counter- 


attack had over-cautiously order- 
ed his battle-loaded doughboys to 
dismount from their vehicles at 
the base of a long hill instead of 
riding them to the top. 


"He ought to know better than 


that," said Gay. "They can't 
climb that 
hill without getting 


tired, and tired men can't fight 
their best." 


There arc three other pictures 


of the general I like to remem- 
ber. 


There was the time he gave the 


cnspest battle summary 1 ever 
heard. Looking up past the shears 
of a Korean barber who was giv- 


ing- him an outdoor haircut In his 
command post, 
he said in his 


midwest t\\ ang: 


"Well, one enemy division is 


trying to surround, us and we 
are surrounding another enemy di- 
vision, and 
rig;ht 
nnw I do-rt 


know who has got who by the 
tail." 


And there was the time he told 


me: 


"You 
know some people have 


an idea professional soldiers like 
war and want war. That isn't 
true. 
1 have a son piloting a 


fighter plane over here. 
I know 


what war means."

That may be why he is the kind
